8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  control  of  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust  (Estimate  $400.00). 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  Forty-five  dollars  ($45.00)  for  the  purpose 
of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  Town  together  with  other  Towns  in  the 
Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division 
of  Municipal  Accounting  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit.   (Estimate  $100.00). 
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11.  To  see  if  the,  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  observance  of  Old 
Home  Day.

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FOREST  FIRES— OUR  MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 

Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are 
careless  with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and 
near  woodlands.  Official  figures  show  that  more  .than 
98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  result  from  human  careless- 
ness and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently,  we  may  say 
"Forest  Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their 
effects  far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products 
of  the  forests,  the  protection  forests  provide  for  game 
and  the  supply  of  ground  water.  They  upset  local  econ- 
omies by  drawing  men  from  gainful  employment  and  re- 
quiring the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  extinguish 
them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in 
keeping  the  size  of  the  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires 
is  increasing.  In  1949  there  were  100  more  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they  burned  500  acres  less. 
For  the  warden  and  his  deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are 
capable  of,  they  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  public 
—YOU ! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVEN- 
TION— fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies  are  con- 
stantly working.  It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if  YOU  and 
YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is  worth 
YOUR  efifort  and  can  be  accomplished  by : 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,  being 
particularly  careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  the 
warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
1)urning  requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate 
our  most  shameful  waste.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  P.  M.  by  the 
Moderator,  Frederick  L.  Adams,  who  read  Articles  10 
and  11  of  the  Warrant  for  the  School  District  Meeting  of 
March  8,  1949.

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THE  SCHOOL  BOARD'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Salisbury  : 

Last  fall  when  the  children  returned  to  school  the 
records  show  that  the  enrollment  of  both  elementary  and 
high  school  children  of  this  town  was  alsout  the  same  as 
the  year  before.  The  average  pupils  per  day  is  about  the 
same  now  that  half  of  this  school  year  is  past. 

High  school  tuition  is  still  going  up  and  consequently 
next  year  Avith  about  the  same  number  of  pupils  expected 
to  attend  high  school  from  Salisbury  the  tuition  will  be 
more.  The  elementary  enrollment  according  to  the 
school  census  taken  last  fall  will  be  less  from  now  on 
unless  there  is  an  increase  in  the  population. 

The  teacher  problem  is  still  acute  in  New  Hampshire 
especially  in  the  smaller  towns.  Most  teachers  still 
prefer  to  teach  in  the  larger  towns  and  the  cities  of  the 
state  and  it  is  becoming  more  difficult  each  year  to  secure 
teachers  for  the  rural  schools.  We  have  been  most  for- 
tunate in  being  able  to  keep  the  two  teachers  we  have. 

At  the  Heights  school  this  year  the  foundation  was 
repaired  and  water  was  installed  at  both  schools.  The 
water  from  both  wells  has  been  tested  and  both  wells 
were  passed  by  the  state  board  of  health.  The  pump 
and  tank  at  the  South  Road  school  was  a  gift  of  a  citizen 
of  the  town  for  which  the  school  board  is  deeply  grateful. 

All  children  have  had  the  advantage  of  the  use  of  the 
projector  this  year.  We  have  had  films  on  a  regular 
schedule  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  film 
library.     The   bookmobile   visits   the   schools   at   regular 
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intervals  I)ut  the  schedule  of  trips  is  not  as  often  as  it 
has  been  in  past  years. 


The  school  lunch  prog-ram  has  met  with  great  suc- 
cess in  both  schools  and  all  the  children  enjoy  the  lunches 
that  have  been  prepared  for  them.  We  ho])e  that  it 
will  be  possible  for  the  program  to  continue.  Our  new 
superintendent  of  schools.  Richard  A.  Martin,  refers  to 
the  program  in  the  superintendent's  annual  report  to 
the  citizens. 


Last  year  the  voters  gave  the  board  the  power  to  let 
transportation  contracts  up  to  three  years.  We  used 
the  power  and  our  contracts  for  this  year  and  two  more 
have  saved  us  in  the  vicinity  of  $500  per  year. 


Once  again  the  Ijoard  wishes  to  express  their  sincere 
thanks  to  all  who  have  helped  in  any  way  to  make  the 
schools  a  better  place  in  wdiich  to  learn.  We  are  deeply 
grateful  to  all  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  to  make 
the  lunch  program  such  a  success.  Our  special  thanks 
are  extended  to  Mrs.  Rene  Beaudoin  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Brockstedt  for  their  time  and  effort  with  music  at  the 
South  Road  and  Heights  Schools  respectively. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Salisbury: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  installation  of  running  water  in  the  Salisbury 
schools  this  year  is  an  important  step  in  the  improvement 
of  sanitary  conditions.  In  comparison  with  other  rural 
schools  the  Salisbury  schools  rate  well.  However,  in  look- 
ing to  the  future  the  town  should  plan  for  more  playground 
space,  better  toilets,  adequate  space  for  preparing  and  serv- 
ing school  lunches,  and  space  for  a  small  shop. 

In  all  except  the  rural  district,  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
children  are  being  given  an  opportunity  to  have  learning 
experiences  in  cooking,  sewing  and  woodworking. 

At  some  future  date  the  citizens  of  Salisbury  should  con- 
sider the  possibility  of  bringing  their  two  schools  together 
in  one  unit.  Surely  the  hazardous  location  of  the  South 
Road  School  is  a  factor  that  can  not  long  be  overlooked. 
The  building  was  built  long  before  asphalt  highways  and 
speeding  trucks  were  a  factor  in  school  building  locations. 
The  school  district  has  a  moral  responsibility  to  do  every- 
thing in  its  power  to  correct  this  situation. 

If  the  district  so  desires,  it  might  wish  to  consider  the 
educating  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  some  neigh- 
boring district. 

The  books  and  supplies  in  our  buildings  are  in  very  good 
condition.  The  district  should  continue  to  replace  one  new- 
set  of  books  each  year  in  each  subject.  In  this  way  the  books 
will  always  be  reasonably  up  to  date. 

A  school  lunch  program  has  been  in  operation  this  win- 
ter. This  program  has  been  sponsored  by  a  group  of  inter- 
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ested  parents  in  the  town.  This  is  a  commendable  program 
and  I  want  to  thank  all  who  have  contributed  to  it.  I  hope 
that  some  time  in  the  future  our  school  buildings  will  pro- 
vide equipment  for  the  preparation  and  serving  of  school 
-lunches.  The  government  provides  many  varieties  of  free 
surplus  foods  as  well  as  reimbursement  of  each  lunch  served 
each  child.  Since  our  income  tax  helps  provide  for  these 
services  for  other  schools  throughout  the  country  there  is  no 
reason  why  we  should  not  take  advantage  of  the  program. 

An  article  in  the  warrant  this  year  requests  the  voters  to 
decide  whether  or  not  they  wish  to  subsidize  this  program 
by  raising  enough  money  to  pay  for  the  labor  on  the  school 
lunch  program.  Many  communities  throughout  the  state 
are  now  paying  for  such  services. 

In  comparing  the  budget  for  1950-51  wdth  last  year's 
budget  we  find  a  considerable  increase  in  tuition.  This  is  a 
result  of  general  tuition  increases  throughout  the  state.  An- 
other increase  is  given  for  teachers  salaries.  The  average 
placement  salary  for  beginners  out  of  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege and  Plymouth  Teachers  College  last  year  was  $2,280. 
This  was  $280.00  more  than  our  experienced  teachers  re- 
ceived. 

I  want  to  thank  the  School  Board,  the  teachers  and  the 
voters  of  the  Salisbury  School  District  for  their  cooperation 
during  this  school  year.  We  must  all  work  together  to  secure 
the  best  education  for  our  children.  I  deeply  appreciate  the 
support  and  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  school  board  and 
citizens  of  Salisbury.
